Causes of Sudden Death. 

Very few of the sudden deaths which are 
said to arise from “disease of the heart” do 
really arise from that cause. To asceitain 
the real origin of sudden deaths, experiments 
have been tiied in Europe, and reported to # 
scientific congress held at Strasburg. Saty- 
gix cases of sudden death were made the 
subject of a thorough post mortem caamina- 
tion; in these cases only bwo were formd 
who had died rom disease of the heart. 
Nine out of sixty sit had died from appoplexy, 
while there were forly-six enses of congestion 
of the lungs—that is, the lungs wero so full 
of blood that they could not work, there not 
being room enough for asuflicient quantity 
of air to enter to support lifo. The causes 
that produce congestion of the lungs are, 
cold feet, tight clothing, costive bowels, sit- 
ting still chilled, after being warmed with 
labor or a rapid walk, going too suddenly 
from a close, heated room into the cold air, 
especially after speaking, and sudden depress- 
ing news operating on the blood. Tho causes 
of sudden death being known, an avoidance 
of them may serve to lengthen many valuable 
lives, which would otherwise be lost under 
the vordict of “heart complaint.” That dis- 
caso is aupposcd to be inevitable and

York, for 12} cenis per pound (currency), they 
will commence to open their cyes to the gieat 
wrongs they havo borne, and will say to Cahfor- 
nia merchants and freighters, “ Tf you cannot do 
the fair thing by us, and make piuper efforts to 
secure our trade, we will transfer it to the East”? 

Recently, the enterprising people of SanDiego, 
California, have beon stretching out after the 
trado of Arizona, but, as they are not a manu- 
facturing or producing people, and are cut off 
from our interior scitloments by long stretchos 
wf poor, dry, desolute country, it is impossible 
Yor them to securo much of our trade, for the 
reason that ber merchants and freighters cannot 
‘compote with thove lo the East of us. In fact. 
uotbing short of a railroad from San Fiancisco, 
Los Angelés, Anabeim or San Diego, will sceure 
our tiade to California, and (be chances for tho 
mpniediate construction of a railroad from either 
of the points mentioned do not seem lo be very 
goud. It seems strange that goods can be 
freighted from New York to Prescott. a distance 
of 2,700 miles,—850 miles of suid distance by 
wagon, for 12} cents (currency) per pound; 
while we have to pay from 16 to 20 cents per 
pound (gold) freight. upon goods from San Fran- 
cisco, which city is distant from us, by the short- 
est routo, that by Loa Angeles, 860 miles,—nemly 
the same dislanco as from hore to Carson, the 
present torminus of the Kansas Pacific railroad. 
Uf we try the water route from San Francisco 
thore is but filtle difference in tho result, although 
gooda can be shipped from San Francisco, by 
ship, fo the mouth of the Colorado (about 800 
miles), there placed on steambonts, and trans- 
ported up tho river to Arizona City, Ehrenborg, 
La Paz or Hardyville. Now, none of the three 
last named places are to exceed 200 miles from 
Prescott. yet goods have never yet been laid 
down here from Ehrenberg and La Paz for less 
than six cents (gold) per pound, which, when 
added to the tariff of ships and steamboats, the 
loss by delay, cte., brings the price of freight by 
this ronte up to nearly us much as that ovor the 
Log Angeles route. ‘This state of affairs having 
<ontinned since 1863, and being still in vogue, 


a With no prospect of a change for tho better, wo 


cannot be blamed for looking to the Rast for re- 
lief For soven long years, our people have 
tugged and toiled to develop the minoral and 
other resources of this Territory, and hayo suc- 
eedded poorly in doing to, owing, principally, to 
the cnormous prices thoy have paid for the nec- 
essarics of fifo, tools, machinery, cte. Of course. 
Lo, the accufsed Indian, i greatly, to blame for 


Sur poor snecess, and we credit him with his 
bhare of the blame. 


In conclusion, we wish to say to the merchants 
and freighters of California, that, unless they 
lower prices of goods and freight, they will lose 
the entire trade of two-thirds of the people of 
{his Teryitory. And, it seems to us, that_ they 
can do these things, and still make decent profits. 
It cannot be, that San Francisco wishes it ta go 
abroad lo the world that a people living within 
less than 1,000 miles of her,receive their supplies 
from another city, nearly 3,000 miles from them, 
ata cost of twenty or thirty per cent. cheaper 
than they can from San Francisco; that, too, 
when the land carriage from San Francisco to 
Presentt, by one route, is 460 miles, and by 
another, a }ittle ‘over 200 miles, while the same, 
on the ronte hence to New York, is fully 850 
miles! We know (hat great difference exists in 
the roads, but not enough to justify the difference 
in the price of freight. This being known, we 
look for San Francisco and other towns south of 
her, to wake up and give this matter their serions 
attention. We want to develop the resources of 
this Territory, bnt cannot do it, while having to 
pay $20,00 (gold) per ewt. for California flour, 
340,00 per hundred, for bacon, $10,00 per hun- 
died for sugar, and equally high prices for other 
things, and we know we need not pay such 
enoimons prices if our merchants will tade with 
New York and have their purchases brought 
here by Kansas Pacific railroad, ju Carson, 
thence, by wagons, to Prescott. Will the busi- 
nese men of San Francisco think of, and act upon, 
these facts? We hope so. 


FIGHT OR LEAVE. 

The savage Iudians who infest this portion of 
Arizona are, to-day, bigger with deviltry than we 
have ever before hnown them to be. One day, 
they go around, in large parties, professing fiend. 
ship for Ameticans, and great desire for peace, 
while, at the same time, they show by thel words 
and actions—w hich are insulting and overbearing 
—that they care uot a straw for either. Next day, 
they will be heard fiom, at the point they have 
visited, or some Other pomt, and the news will be 
that they have hilled or robbed some white man 
or mep, Thi is the situation of atians here, at 
the present time, and a gloomy, dangerous situa- 
tion itis. Itis bad news to go abroad, but the 
truth must be told, let come what may, and we 
here assert that the dunge: to life and property, 
in this put of Yavapai county, is, to-day, greater 
than ever before The red blood-hounds of des- 
truction are on the trail of the white pcople of 
Arizona, bent on appeasing their coyote passions 
ioi blood, and their desire for plunder, and unless 
large numbers of our citizens leave thelr business, 
go out, puisne, find and hall the red devils, there 
19 no telling what may soon come to pags. 

Appeal after appeal has been made tp the pres- 
ent National Adiministiatron to-sehd, at ounce, to 
this Tertory, a sufficient number of troops to 
hull o1 conquer the wretches, But, have our ap- 
perils been heeded? Have our icasonable requests 
been complied with? No, tbey have been sneered 
at by the “great men of the nation,” the men who 
ean furnish—have furnished—at very shot no- 
tice, thousands of soldiers to ovelawe the voters 
of a Democratic Clty; capture a Ku-Klux, or 
secure some woolly-headed Aftican his “rights.” 
Is this tight, is it proper, is it just? We think 
not. We kuow itis uot. But, what ean we do? 
How can we remedy these wiongs? Not by any 
power inherent In ourselves, for the most the citi- 
zens and soldiers at present in the Territory can 
do, is to check, for a time, the numerous gangs of 
desperate savages that roam, unchecked, over this 
fair Tertitory 

Appeals have also been made to Congress, with 
like effect But the appeals to this powerful 
branch of the Government have been made, on 
our bebalf, by political demagogues, who, nt the 
time, showed more anvicty to dispose of an inte- 
rest in aiailroad franchise; to secure a small ap- 
propriation to purchase a libiary for the Terri- 
toy(?), get a few thousand dollars for surveying 
purposes; au appropriation {01 peaceable Indians, 
title to a small piece of worthless land, which 
some other State or Territory claimed, or an office 
fo. n friend, than they did to press the claim of 
then constituents for a sufficiént number of troops 
to put dow D the savages, who, with the Federal 
ofüce-holders, have robbed the Teiritory, and pre- 
vented her people fiom prospering, 

Having knocked at all these doors, we must 
now knock, loud and vigorously, at the great 
door of the true American heart; implore the 
people of the States to take pity upon us, and to 
cause their servants—the officc-holders—to give 
us that protection which Government guarantees, 
but has not given its citizens in Arizona. We 
must got up a petitidu—a bill of gricvances— 
containing the long list of murders and robberies 
that bave been committed by Iudians since the 
organization of the Territory; show how we haye 
been trifled with; how, when military comman- 
ders sud their troops have become acquainted 
with the foc, his country; his haunts and tactics, 
they haye invariably been removed, to give way 
to new and inexperienced men. Then, should 
this appeal for aid be—like the others—unheeded, 
but one recourse will be left us—to give up all 
business, oxcept that of fighting the human tigers 
—or leave the country, the homes, property, and 
improvements we haye in it,—a very Lard matter 
for us to do, after long years of toil, hardship and 
suffering It is all bosh to ask of Congress appro- 
priations for this thing and that thing. All that 
we now need are troops and proper mail faelli- 
tics. 


For a week or two past, the savages have not, 
so far as we have learned, killed anybody, but 
they have shown a disposition to do so. They 
haye, however committed various robberies and 
othor outrages, as will be secn by the following: 

In last week's issue of the MINER, it was stated, 
upon the authority of others, that a large party of 
mounted Indians hud made a descent on Willow 
Grove, which lies about midway between Prescott 
and the Colorado river, captured and ran off 
1,100 head of cdttle and sume horses, We doubt- 
ed this statement, but later news confirms the 
fact that, on the 20th ult, a party of mounted In- 
dians, said to ba Apaches, made a raid on the 
place, aud suceceded’in driving off 82 head of 
horses, and 15 head of cattle, We are also told 
that they came near capturing Mr. Thompson's 
entire herd of cattle, At tist, some people blamed 
this raid on the Wallapais, but, we are told that 
Wallapats informed tho herders and men about 
the placc, the day previous, lo look out for the 
stuck, as the Apaches were around Jn Irge foice 


No attention was paid to this warning, and aa 
the charge was made, and a mulo shot babies a a 
a Wallapai boy who ie out herding, but one g 
waa in shooting order oe 

Word was scnt to Camp Hualpal—the nom a 
military post—and, immediately after Its gee 
there, the commanding officer, Capt. Van : ne 
dispatched Lieutenant Elting and 25 men p 
Thitd Cavalry, after the maurauders. Dan. 
O'Leary, ono of the best citizen guides In n 
country, and a Wallapai trailer accompanied the 
command. Tho tinil of the Indians. was 800D 
struck and followed, via Mt. ape, to Williamson 
Valley, which place the Indians had also visited 
and robbed of about 18 head of horses and mules, 
and 1i head of cattle, Learning that Thomas 
Stonehouse and other citizens had followed the 
thieves, the troops hept on, In the direction of 
the Black Hills, When Sn the vicmity of Postic’s 
ranch, Chino Valley, the trail was lost, and two 
white men—eitizens—and the Wallapar Indian, 
went away from the command to look for it. This 
little paity, we belicve, went in the wrong dirce- 
tion to find it, and the two white men brought up 
at the settlement in Chino Valloy, and informed 
the citizens of that place that they had hilled an 
Indian. To prove it, one of them—the one who 
bad kiled the Indian, ealibited his scalp! His 
story, which is said to be pure fiction, was that 
they had scen four Indiuns—one of whom they 
killed. But,the other man told a different and 
truer tale. The one who killed the Wallapai saw 
an Apache-Mohaye who had been hunting with 
Pattridge and Forchay, and offered to kill bim, 
too, if Joe wanted him killed. Belng under Joe's 
protection, the Apache-Mohave's hfe wis saved, 
and he ran off, as fast as his legs could carry 
him, ; 

Now, if such be the case, that these men—or 
one of them—murdered the poo. Wallapai—who, 
by request of his friend, Dan. O'Leary, had accom- 
panied the command, as trailer—we pronounce 
the act one of the most uncalled-for, dastaidly 
aftuts we have ever heard of, and eminently cal- 
culated to make hostile every Wallapai, as well as 
to furnish a weapon for Colyor, Greeley, Tappan, 
Grant & Co, who charge all blame for Indian 
wars upon the whites. 

The command, we believe, found the trail; also, 
Stonchouse’s party, who joined them, and, up to 
the picsent writivg, no word has been heard from 
the troops. 

Thursday of last week, ten Indians, calling themselves 
Apache-Mohav es, visited the houses ju Chino Vidley, and 
lett ngain Next day, another party of thirty came in, 
with a requisition for provisions, which they wanted Billed 
This requieition, which was pictured out on paper, aud 
which they did not get, asked for two cows, two sacha of 
flour, and ammunition. Upon being made to understand 
that they could not get so much, they became very angry, 
and flounshed their weapons~guns, knives aml bows and 
arrows. ‘The women and children—of whom there were 
qute a number in the valley, took refuge in Rubert Postle’s 
adobe Louse, nhere a few of the men stayed to protect 
them, The other men guarded the other houses, which 
are far apart from each other. Meantime, the savages 
went around, from house to house, tried to enter them, nud 
upon beug prevented by the occupants, grow quite fierce 
and bloodthirsty. While this was guing on, Jainca Baker 
brought four Indians to Camp Whipple, who, we beheve, 
got some rations there, and returned Sunday last, with Mr 
Baker. Svon after their return, the Indjans left the valley, 
Promising to return soon agun, with 500 warriors uid sit 
Fort Wiupple Tearing that they would return, on 
Banghart, Postle and Farringtun moved thelr familhes to 
town, and there is now but one family—Mr, Shis ers'—in 
the valley, aud it, we learn, 13 on the way mp. But, seyv- 
eral single men aro Jeft,—not enongh, however, to defend 
themectves and their property uguinst a large force of Iu 
dians. In addition, the Indians ordered the owners of u 
herd of stock, who were grazing their animals near the 
ranches, to leave, as the country, grass, water, ete,, 
belonged to them (the Indians) Al this occurred at a 
distance of about 20 miles from Fort Whipple and Prescott, 
and the Indians, be it remembered, culled themselyes 
peaceable Apache-Mohas es. 

The next break was made upon Dan Hazard’s trian, ne 
it was coming down the westem slope of the Mogollun 
Mountains, towards Cawp Verde, on the 2th ult., when a 
large party af gavages tned tu capture it, but were dri on 
of with a loss af cne killed and several wounded. They, 
however, shot and Killed male. ‘bhen we hear of them 
at Phemx, Salt River, frum which place they recently 
stole 12 head of cattle Such are the depredations recently 
cp atitted by the ‘‘friendiles,” in this county, and people 
can make ther minds up to hear moro goon, if the troopa 
now after them from Camps Hualpai and Yerde, and tho 


citizens with them, do not make a big killing. Let us hope 
that they will. 


Proposed Railroad to Prescott. 


The Los Angeles (California) Daily News, of a 

recent date, bas the following on the abore sub- 
ject: 
_ Gencral Phineas Banning, now in this city, has 
ìu contemplation the formation of a company to 
build a railroad from Los Angeles via San Ber- 
nardino. San Gorgonio Pass. the Morongo Pass 
and Williams Fork or Fort Mohare, to Prescott, 
‘Arizona, which would follow in the main, the 
route of the projected 35th parallel rond. 

Hope the General will be successful in form- 
ing a company that will build the proposed road. 
speedily. If not, the trade of Central and 
Eastern Arizona will soon be lost to California, 
not that our people prefer to go East for their 
goods, but that it is to their interest todo so. If 
California wishes to secure the trade of the 
largest and best portion of Arizona, now is the 
time to do it. a] 


Pleaded Quilty. 


Paymaster Wm. G. Marcy, of the Navy, has 
pleaded guilty to having embezzled $13,000 
Goverpment money. The sentence in his case 
has not yet been made public.

It will be seen that Illinois presses Ohio 
very closely for the fourth place in the table 
of States, the Buckeye State leading by only 
112,086 inhabitants.

Morphia and Tincture of Iodine for 
Neuralgia. 


The following method-ofsuccessfully treat- 
ing that pamful disease, neuralgia, is from 
the Dublin Medical Press; As a corrollary to 
his remarks on the efficacy of tincture of 
iodine in the treatment of neuralgia, M. 
Bouchut adduced several cases from which it 
appears that when the remedy in its pure 
state has proved unavailing, the pain some- 
times yields in a remarkable manner when a 
certain amount of morphia has been added to 
the tincture. In this instance the applica- 
tion is not merely counter-irritant; indeed, 
in this respect the fluid would seem to have 
lost some of its power; its efficacy is chictly 
due to the presence of the sedative, the in- 
troduction of which beneath the epidermis is 
facilitated by the tincture of iodine. What- 
ever explanation may be offered of the cffects 
of this mode of treatment, its beneficial opera- 
tion is an unquestionable fact, deserving of 
every attention, Thus, we noticed in M. 
Bouchut’s wards, a little girl, who while re- 
covering from typhoid, became affected with 
neurdlgia of the forehead and temples, pure 
tincture of iodine failed in relieving the pain. 
M. Bouchut ordered the brow to be painted 
over three times a day with asolution of half 
a drachm of sulphate of morphia iti half an 
ounce of tincture of iodine, and’a cure was 
affected in the conrse of three days. The 
professor adopted the same method of treat- 
ment in the case of a lady, aged fifty-two, 
suffering from interscapular neuralgia, symp- 
tomatic of chronic pulmonary diseaso. Morn- 
ing and evening sedative tincture was applied 
to the regions, and ‘on the second day amend- 
ment set in, and the neuralgia was altogether 
removed on the fourth day. 


A New Tusa under me, Stx.—Tomato frit- 
tere are a novelty, and, in the judgment of the 
writer, a most praiseworthy oné. The tomatoes 
are skinned in the usual manner, by subjecting 
first to boiling water; aro then ‘sliced and 
dropped into crushed crackers or bread crumbs 
and dropped into hot fat in the sual way. Theo 
tomatoes must be ripe. Ihado yet to sco the 
daring individual who has denied the exquisite 
favor of theso fritters, ahd their special adapta- 
bility to the breakfast table.—~Hechange,

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Presidential Interference. 


Gratz Brown’s speech at St. Joseph has in ita 
peculiar significance. Kisa flaming, indignant 
protest ngainst the interforenco of the federal 
administration with the domestic concerns of the 
States, It is high time for such a protest. 
During the war, whon the very Jife of the nation 
was in danger, wo tolerated a co.centration of 
power in the federa} government which, in cartier 
times, would have been resented and resisted. 
After the war, when the reconstruction and re- 
gtoration of the Southern States rendered neces- 
sary extraordinary remedies for an extraordinary 
difficulty, we recognized the fact that those 
States ere in an anomalous condition. which 
justified measures quite inexcusable if applied to 
the affairs of well organized and loyally governed 
commonwenlths, Bub the babit of resorting 
to such extreme measures, in dealing with States 
disorganized and destitute of well established 
self-government, hag grown upon the federal 
authority until tho just limit of national inter- 
ference ha beon almost obliterated. President 
Grant, a soldier by education, wholly inex- 
perienced in political affairs, and incapablo, as a 
soldier, of comprehending the relations of the 


4 States to the nation in our complex system of 


govornment, bas more than ongo betrayed an in- 
clination to regard State governmént and State 
authority with contempt, and his dealings with 
Virginia, Georgia sand Mississippi have been of 
very questionable propriety. Yet they were ex- 
cnsed because of the unsettled condition of those 
States; and the habit of interference, thus un- 
resisted, has gained such mastery with bhim that 
he now boldly undertakes to use his Executive 
power to control the election in a State as order- 
ly, peaceful and thoroughly organized ag any 
State in the Union, If this tendency is not 
checked we shall soon have a centralization of 
power as absolute ns that which existed under 
Napoleon in France. Elections will become a 
mere farce. When the people vote they will 
merely register the edicts of their masters at 
Washington. The name of local self-government 
only will be left; the reality will be lost, and | 
State liues and State governments might as well, 
for all practical purposes, be wholly obliterated. 

Prosident Grant attempts to dictate to the peo- 
ple of, Missouri, nud they protest, and indignant- 
' ly spurn the dictation; That is the meaning of 
this speech, and of the overwhelining majority 
which will endorse it, The people will say to 
General Grant, “you me our servant, not oul 
master” They will tell him that the Federal 
government has_no business to contro} elections 
in a State, No matter how wise the President 
may be, no matter how complete may have been 
his success in administering the national affairs 
committed to his charge, we still demand for 
ourselves the privilege of electing our own State 
officers, and directing at ou own pleasnre the 
local affairs of the State in which we live. When 
the votes ate polled, it will appeal that the 
people of Missouri have at least this much of at- 
tachment for “State sovereignty” that they mean 
to manage then local affairs without any dicta- 
tion from Washington. When the President's 
letter was written we thoughtit a blunder which 
he would soon discover. Now that be follows it 
up by removing officials, he tnras the inevitable 
defeat and overthrow of the proseniptive policy 
ın Missouri into s rebuke of himself. 

The President seeks to control this State by 
Federal patronage. It is very appropriate that 
he should take this method of combatting a patty 
which is the first in the country to declare: 

“That the safety of Republican institutions de- 
mands a thorough reform of the civil service of 
the government, by which ability and moral 
wortb shall be established as the essential quali- 
fications for office, and the corruption and de- 
moralizing influence of what is euphoniously 
called ‘government patronage’ shall be removed 
from our political life.” 

This doctrine does not suit the President. By 
the uSe of that same government patronage he 
has rewarded relatives and personal friends , and 
now he endeavors to crush a party which labors 
honestly to fulfill pledges which ke seems to 
have forgotten. We regret that he regards it a 
dtrect blow at himself to propose the abolition 
ofgovernment patronage, with its corrupting and 
demoralizing influence It was not so intended. 
But he is doing ins best to teach the freemen of 
Missouri that thisieform is necessary tu secure 
their freedom of choice in local elections —Mis- 
souri Democrat.

Shipment of Wool. 


Campbell & Buffum, of Prescott, have recently 
shipped to Califorma, three thousand pounds ‘of 
nice ¢letn wool, which théy reechlly clipped from 
thei fine droye of sheep, in Chino Valley.

Masonry in Time of Peril. 


The following splendid incident illustrates 
the system upon which Masonry moves; 


It was a magnificent sight to sce our im-

In planting trees, the custom has been 
almost universal —and sanctioned, too, by the 
highest Aumar e first, dig deep holes 
down into the stiff clay, or barren sand sub- 
soil, as the case may be} and‘then fill in with 
soil that has been highly manured—sometimes 
with manure alone, and covered with soil— 
and then plant the tree in this highly enriched 
and thordughly prepared soil, while the sur- 
rounding soil beyond. the limits of these holes 
is left unmanured and uncultivated. Now 
what is the consequence? If the subsoil be 
a stiff clay, the hole becomes a receptacle for 
water, which stands and stagnates at the bot- 
tom. The roots, at first, stimulated and 
nurtured by the {sich soil, put forth fibres 
rapidly, and the tree starts into a sudden 
emar A But, as the roots desçend, they soon 


[come ın contact with the stagnant water, 


which operates as a deadly poison to the roots. 
This is communicated to the tree, which soon 
sickens and dies. Nothing can be more cer- 
tain than this result. Its growth suddenly 
stops, the leavés turn yellow, the treo drags 
out a sickly existence for a few years, and 
then dies from starvation.

We are indebted to him for information from 
which we construct the following : 

SAN BERNARDINO 
And the delightful region of which it is the 
principal town have improved greatly in the 
past few years, Many fine edifices have been 
erected in the town, and the country has 
gained heavily in wealth and population. 
Although trade was brisk, Mr. White saw 
but little money in circulation, and most of 
that, we all know, went from Arizona, for 
freight, fruit, goods, ete., for the trade of 
town and county’ with this Territory is con- 
siderable, Despite the scarcity of moncy, 
the people appeared happy and content, 
whichis the right way. to feel and appear.

; EHRENBERG, 

The first town met with after leaving San 
Bernardino, and which is on the east bank of 
the Colorado river, in Arizona, is, according 
to Mr. W., one of the liveliest places this side 
of San Francisco, Although not 2 years old, 
the place has many fine buildings, and new 
ones are constantly going up, The landing, 
in front of the place being one of the best on 
the river, and the warehouses of Messrs. 
Goldwater & Bro, Bryant & Frank, and 
others, being large, safe establishments, near- 
ly all the freight that comes to Northern 
Arizona is stored at Ehrenberg, until teams 
are provided to haul it to its destination. So 
that, with the constant arrival of steamers 
from Arizona City and the mouth of the Col- 
orado; the arrival of freight trains from 
California, and Central Arizona, as well as 
two stages a week, it is no great wonder that 
Ehrenberg is a lively, growing place. Be- 
sides, it is easy of access from the interior. 

LA PAZ, 
Which was once the chief town of the Colora- 
do, is situated some five or six miles above Eh- 
renberg, some distance from the river, owing 
to which latter fact, it has lost wealth, people 

and prestige. But, it was by no means a 
dead town when Mr. White visited it. Oourt 
was in session, and people were in attendance 
from all parts of the Territory, so that the 
old town presented some of the former bustle 
and activity that used to prevail in its streets. 
But, it is proposed to take from it the honor 
and profit of being the seat of Government 
for Yuma county, and, should its rivals suc- 
ceed in doing this, speedy decay and dissolu- 
tion will follow. 

WICKENBURG, 

Was prosperous, as usual. The Vulture 
Mining Company’s 40-stamp mill, which is 
located about a mile above the town, was 
crushing rich gold rock, and producing a 
great deal of bullion. Many new houses have 
recently been erected in the town, and above 
and below it, on the banks of the Hassayam- 
pa. Long trains of wagons, drawn by mules, 
were constantly arriving from Ehrenberg, 
Phoenix, Prescott and other points, with 
goods, grain, lumber, etc. It was believed 
that the ten-stamp mill in town, would soon 
commence crushing ore,

These, with the roads running weet and north 
fiom Prescott, give our mechants advantages 
over those of any intenor town on Arizona, and 
we bope to sce them make good use of these ad- 
vantages, for the general good.

Until the question raised by the note of 
Prince Gortscbakoff, to the European Powers 
which agned the treaty of Paris, at the close 
of the Crimean war, ts settled, publie interest 
will be even more attracted in that direction 
than to the strugzlo now in hand between 
Germany and France.

Indians- Tame and Wild.” 


According to Capt. Grossman, the Pimsa 
on the Reservation number 8,760; Maricopas, 
283; Papagos, 188; Cocupahs, 10; making, in 
round numbers, 4,338 Indians—imale and 
female, young and old-—that are settled on 
the lower Gila, in this Territory, in the 
midst of white settlements, The Captain 
says these Indiaus bavo 2,219 ‘horses, 475 
work oxen, 745 cows and stock cattle, and 
ure, of course, in good circumstances, They 
raise, annually, large crops of grain. Wero 
there Indians to “got their backs up,” they 
could come down on U8 with st least 1,500 
warriors, and could warm us up, for awhile. 
In addition to this number of “peaceable” 
Indians, there are in the Territory, and liv- 
ing just outside its borders, about 2,000 Pap- 
agos; 1,009 Cacopalis; 1,000 Yumaa; 4,000 
Mobaves, 1,500 Zunis, and 1,500 Mogquis, 
which, with tame Indians of other tribes, 
brings the number of “fri ndiy Indiana” up 
to about 16,000 Then, tbere are, at least, 
10,000 hostilo savages, belonging to the 
Apache end othar tribes living in, and upon 
the borders of our Territory. To fight the 
hostile fellows, and overawe the “ friendlies,” 
there are not to exceed 3,000 soldiers, and as 
citizens have cnough to do to carn a living, 
it 18 no wonder that the savages carry things 
with a high band, once in awhile. Indeed, 
they have had matters their own way for x 
loug time past, but we aro gradually demor- 
alizing and getting the upper hand of them. 
The estimate of the number of Indians in and 
adjacent to the Teritory, will be thought by 
some to Le entirely too low, but we think it 
will be found as near correct as it is possible 
to give it, without a thorough enumeration.

We have often heard men cursing Arizona, say- 
Ing It was no plice for n poor man, and that they 
were going to get out of it. Bome of these men 
have gone, und the Teriltory fa no worse off for 
thelr absence, Now, in oder to sow that all 
such assertions are fallacious, we will relate a case 
jn point. J, H. Leo, who has just left here for the 


states, started fram Denver, Colorado, for Pics- 
cott, catly in 1864, with nothing but a wagon, in 
whioh were his wife, child, a small stock of pro- 
yisions, nnd a few atictes of clothing, all drawn 
bya counle of yoke of oxen. He had ariived at 
Denver-fttsh, but bad spcculutions bad settled him 
on the bed-rock, and this was the best “outtt” 
he was aUle to procure, He traveled on to Fort 
Wingate, New Mexico, where uis oxen gave out 
and died, and his wagon bioke down. Naught 
wns then left for hlm to do but to go to work, and 
make another “raise ™ Jie procured work from 
the quartermaster; his wife started a boarding- 
house, and both worked Inte and early until they 
had saved suficient money to buy an ox-team and 
rovisions for the trip. Lee then set to work, and 
made a cart out of his biohon wagon When it 
was finished, himself and family started for Pres- 
cott, in company wlth some others. They had 
not gone far when this cart broke down, but ns 
luch would hase It, an old wrecked wagon was 
close at hand, and out of it Lee made another 
cart, Which brought bimself and family to Pres 
wit Aulving here, husband and wife set to worl, 
for small wages, and soon saved enough to enrble 
them to break up and cultivate a piece of jand 
Thelr first attempt at farming bere paid, and when! 
winter came, they removed to town, rented the 
old Prescott hotel, ran it until they Jost the money 
they had made on the ranch, besides sevcial 
undred dollars which they owed the storchcep 
ers, Back they went to the iach, and, in less 
than a year, they bad paid up all Indebtedness, 
purchased several head of animats, and made im 
provements on the place They kipt on in this 
way, natil a short time ago, when, aftu haying 
rented their place for $1,000 cash, fur one year, 
they left with sever al thousand dollars, ind mind 
you, during this time, Leg lost neatly 30 herd of 
aniinels, by Indian thicves After this, who will 
say that Atizonvis not a good poor man’s country /

Pensate: aarmen aa 

From Tied Henry, wo learn that work is pro- 
greasing on the Rainbow lode, An Incline tunnel 
had been run thiity-five fect, which struck the 
ledge, and shows 2 1.2 fect of pay ore, of mayyel- 
ous richness, a great deal of which will yleidone 
dollar to the pound, The owners have another 
tunnel already in 125 feet towards the ledge. 
They have constructed roads, and have expended 
about $4,000. Success to them. 

In the Maitines District, we are informed that 
the prospects mo very fayorable, and tho least 
sanguine predict ultimate success, The ore fiom 
the Mayflower will be crushed at Wiekenburg, 
under the supervision of Mr. Tiernan. Work has 
aso becn commenced on the Queen of Palmyia, 
and Gnome lodes. 

Messrs, MeCrackin, Owens, Hammond and Po- 
land, returned from the Bradshaw Mountains 
Monday lust, They :eport the chances of success 
flattering in the highest degree. New and rich 
lodes are constantly being found, and work pros- 
ccuted on many of the lodes. Coury & Moicland 
had sunk 80 feet on one of thelr lodes, and had 
21-2 feet of rich ore. The Del Pasco shalt tuns 
ont catremely rich rock, and the lode is well de- 
fined The owners are timberlng the shaft. The 
pirty prospecting south of Silver Mountain found 
pietty falr prospects—one piece weighing eighty 
cents. Charley Tayo. and P, Harvey had each a 
muld stolen by Indians. There were about 30 
men in the district, all experienced miners. The 
snow on the summit was abou} four Inches deep.

From Cal, Jackson and otheis, who arrived here 


recently, from Camp McDowell and Phoenix, we 
gather the following news: 


Captain G, B., Sanford, commanding at C 
McDowell, having heard that Apaches Wee pei 
ing in foice, near Pinal Mountain, with the view 
of attacking Captain Wim. MeO, Netlteryile’s com- 
mand of about 100 men, who are engaged in build- 
ing a new post there, started, recently, with 80 
mon of C and B Troops, First Cavalry, far the 
Apache rendezvous, deter mined upon finding the 
saucy savages, and pioving to theii satisfaction 
that they cannot carry out thelr cherished purpose 
of driving Netterville and bis command out of 
their country. Sanfoid’s command was well 
mounted, armed ant provisioned, and, of cose, 
cager to meet an enemy whom they bad oftea be- 
fore worsted. It Is the prayer of all Arizonans— 
cilizcns and soldiera—that the red scoundrels wil! 
give the troopers battle, in which ense they (the 
Reds,) are sure to get a severe drubbing.

But foi the timely ar- 
rival of the Pimas, the teamsters, terms, wagons, 
cte , would have fallen an casy picy to the Apaches, 
For this act, and many others of a similiar nature,

Pre-Historic America. 


On the evening of Friday, September 23d. 
Abbe Brasseur de Bourbourg lectured in New 
York on “ Mexican Archeology and the Pre- 
historic Annals of .Amezica,” and is thus brief- 
ly reported. 

It would take me a Jong time to explain to 
you all that refers to American archeology 
and its discoveries that I have made in that 
dnection The Mexican archeology refers to 
the countries known by that name, but what 
I call the “pre-historic history” refers not 
only to the whole of America, but also in 
great part to the story of the Atlantic 
Ocean, and the history of most of the parts of 
Africa and Europe which border on the 
Mediterranean, I'he discovery of these annals 
1 made but a very short time since; and it 
was quite unexpected by me. These annals 
are written in the old Mexican language, and 
1 find in them descriptions of the Gulf of 
Mexico, of the Carribean Sea, of a great part 
of the Atlantic, and also of the Mediterrancan 
between Ewope and Africa. The history 
goes back ten thousand years before our era. 
I beg pardon of those who have prejudices 
for stating this, but in the Bible there is no 
chronology at all. The Bible teaches doctrine, 
and nothing else. This has been admitted 
by the Church of Rome—that the Bible has 
no chronology—ard so I can go on without 
offending any person. The history I have 
found relates, in the first part, to what is 
generally called the glacial period; and al- 
most all that has been said by Professor 
Agassiz on that subject is found in these 
Mexican books and in the Mexican language. 
This may appear very wonderful; but 1t is 
nevertheless true. Ihave no theory on the 
subject, but only facts, After the glacial 
period man begins to appear on the carth. 
Not civilization at first, but man. The book 
says that at the end of the glacial period great 
lakes were formed all over the world, especial- 
ly over what may be called the Atlantic 
world. What is now the Atlantic Ocean 
was covered with lands and lakes, down from 
the Caspian Sea to the Sea of the Antilles, 
connecting almost everywhere with one an- 
otber. These lakes wero the first centers of 
civilization. There they began life, and there 
began industry. ‘There began tho new cities 
—in those places named in’ the books «where 
are now the Antilles — the islands of San 
Domingo, Cuba, Jamaica and’ Porto Rico. 
Thesd/were called by the ancient natlons the 
“Pour Great Gods.” 

They were called gods, because in those 
ancient languages the word “god” means 
“ rocks” on which mankind could save them- 
selves’ And they were gods to those ancient 
people, because on them thoy could save 
themselves from the ice, So after bap glacial 
period came the lacustrine period,’ for then 
the great eataclysms took place, and those 
four islands remained alone, with the shock 
of the varthquakes and the beginning of the 
Gulf stream. It camo out of the mountains 
of the equator, and swopt over the whole of 
the lands which were called “Atlantis” by 
Plato. The first parts which were destroyed 
wero those which exist between Brazil and 
the coast of Africa. And the Gulf Stream 
camo out and took another wy through 
broken lands. It broke both of those lands, 


t 
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and the Gulf Stream, wgs hiddin under those 
lands, but afterwards the wholo of those 
countries were Bidden under;the Atlantic. 
The manuscripts ave a greatmany descrip- 
tions of those lands They shiw the forma- 
tion of Africa, and especially bf the Sabara, 
The Gulf Stream ran down ovjr those lands, 
and came through some parj of the Med- 
iterranean; and formed the Stait of Gibraltar. 
The manuscript which gives d! these details 
gives also all the‘names whic} are still found 
in the Phenician annals, and Which are found 
along the coast of Barbaryjand which are 
also found in Herodotus. Tjose names exist 
in the very same orthograply in the manu- 
scripts of Mexico, It is vey strange, but it 
isso. And what is most Pstraordinary is 
that the names are alf «plained in the 
Mexican language. Thud-Lpltis is the “ place 
of shells.” My attention ws called to those 
names by the eminent geoligists and archeol- 
ogists who came to make lome inquiries, in 
order to render the Emprors book more 
complete in that respect. You know that 
the Emperor wrote a histey of Cæsar; and 
the gentlemen to whom I lave referred went 
to M. de Saulci and other to.seek explana- 
tions. But none of then could give the 
meanings. All they coull say was that the 
words belonged to a veryold language. 

As the work was Koi through the Im- 
perial printing office at fle same time mine 
was being published theplirecter told him to 
come to me and seek tleir meanings. The 
first was Leptis, I said’ Tt means a country 
inade of shells’ He replied “Well that is 
exactly the place.” He then inquired the 
meaning of Carthage. Isaid it means downs 
of sand, or sand dung. He said that was 
also correct. Utica Yyou have another here 
in Americn) means a pund basin with only a 
very small entrance, and so of many others. 
Gadara, a name upu which so many com- 
mentanes have beet made in what is called 
the old world, (byt the old world is this,) 
Gadara means a fate of water—something 
like the Strait ofltibraltar. You have the 
idea preserved inthe English word “gate.” 
Hercules was thi Gulf Stream who opened 
the gate—the ro&s of Gibraltar, and led the 
water through. These are avery few of the 
details which wpear m the Mexican book. 
It then proceed: to give the details of the be- 
ginning of civil#ation in the Antiles; and ac- 
cording to all nat I have seen in this manu- 
seript that civiization began in San Domingo, 
and most projably in the Bay of Samana. 
From thence civilzation was spread out by 
the red men. Well, civilization after being 
developed inthe Antiles went down under 
the sea in tle cataclysm. The four great is-

The people, after the destruction of the 
great Athntis developed a civilization of 
another knd. T forget what you call it in 
English; French archeologists call it perre 
eclat. (A voice: chipped stone) Yes, that is 
the ageof the old Atlants It is called by 
that name because everything was cut by 
stone unplements—their cosices, as well as 
other things. But after the destruction of 
the islands, most of the mabitants of those 
counties were drowned ais. They were all 
blach, and were known ythe same name as 
they are known on the ancent monuments ot 
Egypt—the name of Cham. The population 


‘who existed on either side of the Mediter- 


ranean were a white race, according to our 
ideas—but smaller than thee at present ez- 
isting. -A number of this nce tscaped from 
the cataclysm, and their degendants are still 
found in Europe These arethe Basques, the 
Finns, the Laplanders, and some very small 
tribes which eisted amon; the Alps—the 
Grisons. Such were the peiple who existed 
in those ancient times. ‘Themanuscript says 
that most of those races wre destroyed in 
the cataclysm, but some ocaped into the 
mountains. But when the red race became 
strong chough in Gurto, thy came with the 
Gulf Stream, and most pribably they fol- 
lowed all around the coast o North America, 
and came to Ireland, and thm spread over to 
Spain and Africa, Of this rice was certainly 
the Egyptians, because in the Mexican books 
they give the same names. 7 

The names of the Pastor Kings of Egypt 
are all given in the manuscrit. So also are 
many interesting facts in rega'd to the Etrus- 
cans and also in regard to Rome. The name 
of Rome, you know, has never been explain- 
ed; and even the latest historian, Mommsen, 
can offer no explanation of it, But it is all 
explained in tho Mexicar books. It means 
the water flowing betweet two hills. It bas 
an allusion to beasts, so you see here is the 
foundation of the story ofthe two boys suck- 
led by the she wolf. “The learned Abbe gave 
some other interesting philological remarks, 
and then explained how hé had been able to 
get at those valuable historic results. When 
he was appointed Cure of Rabinal, in Guate- 
mala, he told the Indian chieftains that he 
wished to collect all their histories, and in 
particular that he wished to see them per- 
form one of the ancient Bales or dramas. But 
this they forsome time refused to do, until 
he had cured one of the chiefs of some illness, 
when he agreed to dictate to the Abbe the 
whole of a very ancient Bale in the Quiche 
language, adding a running translation in 
Spanish. The writing of the Bale occupied 
the Abbe for twelve days. When be let the 
chiefs know that he had the original, they 
agreed to give a performance. It wasin these 
ancient works that he found the facts above 
mentioned.

New York, Nov. 28, 1870. 
Now that Thanksgiving, 1870, is among 
the things that were, oyr people are making 
preparations for the Holidays. Storekeepers

sorts of novelties to buyers; but it appears to 
be universally thought that the Holiday trade 
will be comparatively Nght, 

A. movement is afoot here to build a mon- 
ster Crystal Palace. A plat of ground 800 
feet square has been purchased, and a build- 
ing is in contemplation, which, when fipished, 
will astonish the world, This movement is 
in the hands of the staunch men of the 
States, and we havo every reason to suppose 
that it will be speedily matured. 

The new and beautiful Harlem Railroad 
Depot is fast drawing near to completion, and 
when finished will be one of the many attrac- 
tive features of the Metropolis. It is situated 
in 4th Avenue, and extends from 42d to 44th 
Streets, is built of fine Philadelphia brick, 
and the inside work is mostly of uon. It is 
calculated to have it ready for use before the 
expiration of 1871. It will stand a beautiful 
monument to the great Railroad King, Com- 
modore Vanderbilt. 

Thanksgiving day was celebrated as usual. 
The customary service was held in the morn- 
ing at the various churches. ‘The usual din- 
ner was given to the poor at the Five Points 
Mission, and about 2,000 people partook of 
such a meal as they will probably not be per- 
mitted to enjoy again until another Thanks- 
giving day rolls around, ‘Target companies 
without number paraded the streets, and in 
many instances, the old and time honored 
family reunions were celebrated. The poul- 
try market was literally flooded, and the 
prices were such as placed turkeys and chick 
ens within the reach of almost everyone. 

The Foundling Asylum Fair was closed on 
Saturday evening last, after a good run of 
three weeks. This far was opened for the 
purpose of raising money to build an Asylum 
for foundlings, the small building on 12th 
strect being madequate to the wants of the 
numbeiless little ones which are nightly left 
in the basket at the door. Although the 
institution has been in operation but about a 
year, itis now conceded to be one of the 
necessities of the city, and it is to be hoped 
that by this time next year a suitable build- 
ing will have been erected, to convince the 
kind sisters who opened the present asylum 
that their efforts have been recognized and 
fully appreciated by the citizens of New 
York. The receipts from the fair are repor- 
ted to be very flattering.

We publish, below, for the benefit of all 
whom it may concern, the substance of an 
act of Congress, in relation to jurors in the 
Circuit and District Courts of the United 
States, It will be seen by reference to this 
act, (chap. 298,) that no person can serve as 
a juror, in either of these courts, more than 
once in two years. It may also be observed 
that the fees of jurors in these courts, have 
been increased to $3 per day; and mileage, 
at the rate of five cents per mile, in going to 
and returning trom the court. 

Sec. 1. That hereafter the grand and petit 
jurors of the several Circait and District 
Courts of the Umted States shall each re- 
ceive for his services the-sum af three dollars 
per day for each day’s actual attendance at 
court, and for the time necessarily occupied 
in going to and returning from the same; and 
the sum of five cents per mile for the dis- 
tance necessarily traveled from their resid- 
ence in going to and returning from said 
court by the shortest practicable route. 

Sec, 2, That no person shall be summoned 
as a juror in any Circuit or District Oourt 
more tian once in two years, and it shall be 
sufficient cause of challenge to any juror 
called to be sworn in any cause that he has 
been summoned and attended said court as a 
juror at any term of said court held within 
two years prior to the time of such challenge,

Condemned By Their Own Friends. 


The Radical party has had full control of 
Congress for many years. The Nation, avery 
able Radical organ, condemns the legislatiun 
of the Republican party in the following 
emphatic language: : 

It is tolerably clear that nobody in the Re- 
publican party looks back to its performances 
in Congress during the last two years with 
any pride or satisfaction. Two years more of 
such helplessness and incapacity, in tho 
presence of the questions of the day, would 
prabably, even if nothing better turned up in 
the interval, make even the Democrats, with 
all theiy sing upon their heads, acceptable to 
a majority of the votors. 

The uncertainty of the tariff—it is changed 
from top to bottom nearly every year—com- 
bined with the great weight of its duties, also 
helps to strengtlien the speculators and 
capitalists, and to concentrate in a few hands 
all the most profitable trades. It js only tho 
great operators having control of large funds 
who can successfully contend with the ups 
and downs which the tariff has introduced 
into business. It is only they who can spare 
the time and tho money necessary for the 
work of lobbying at Washington which the 
high duties made nearly as necessary a part 
of any great manufacturer's business as the 
yearly balancing of his books and the reprir 
of hig machinery; and it is only they who, if 
their efforts are unsuccessful and adverse 
changos are made in the tariff, can meot the 
crisis without ruin. Under such a system 
thero is no place for small producers, It is 
as much as they can do to meet tho natural 
uncertainties of trade; the artificial uncertain- 
ties they cannut provide for,- The consequence 
ig that the labor market, like other markets, 
passes every year more and more under the 
control of a few capitalists, whe, whenever 
they please, can make the competition of 
capital for labor, on which economists rely 
so much for keeping up wages, a meré fares:
